Washington, D. C., Feb. 20, I860. 

The House and Senate disagree on the question of the 
abolition of the franking privilege. It is a noticeable 

fact that every bot-montbed disnnionist in Congress 
bitter enemy of the franking privilege. Most of the 
Democrats call for abolition—most of tbe Republicans 

for retaining thepriviiege. Now, as tbe leading Repub¬ 
lican journals advocate the abolition, how comes it that 
in the Honse of Representatives at least (for in the Senate 
bath Republicans and Democrats have voted to abolish 
the privilege)—how comes it that in tbe Honse parties 
are so arrayed on this qnestion! Simply because the 
Republicans see in the privilege a mighty weapon to be 
used against the slave-driving party. The sinner loves 
darkness, and tbe modern Democrat fears the free circu¬ 
lation in tbe mails of speeches and newspapers. The 
Republicans defend thepriviiege as newspaper editors do 
their privilege of exchanging, or connty newspapers of j 

free circulation within the connty. The good of the 
people is the justification. I am not going to enter into 
the dispute at this time, but will content myself with 
saying that almost every slaveholdiog Democrat in Con-1 
gross advocates abolition, while the best anti-slavery 
in tbe Honse oppose tbe abolition. 

There has been some excellent speaking tn Congress 
doring the past week, on the slavery question, fr 
Republican Senators and Representatives. Mr. Hale 
off in the Senate, in reply to the most insolent speech 
which dolefol Toombs ever has made. As yon have 
fair idea of bis usual insolence, yon can imagine what his 
speech must have been. Mr. Hale was in good trim for | 
a successful bout with the Georgia bully, and 
tered him npon his own ground. Toombs bad attacked 
tbe free States with great severity for their contempt, of I 
the Supreme Court of tbe United States. Hale refreshed 
Toombs with tbe history of his own State—Georgia—on 
this point. To refresh your readers, let me give a very 
brier report of fbe points made by Mr. Hale. 

“ He referred to tbe veneration expressed lately by tbe ] 
Democratic party for the decision of the Supreme Conrt. 
Tois was a new idea with that party, for, from the time 
of Jefferson down to the period when they obtained con¬ 
trol of the Court, it bad been at open and undisguised 
hostility with its decisions. Jefferson bad denounced it; 
Jnckson disregarded it; and Mr. Bnchaoan assailed it on 
this floor. The Supreme Court once decided Ibat the 
United States bank was constitutional, and tbe Democra¬ 
tic National Convention immediately thereafter passpd 
resolutions diametrically opposed to that decision. He 
then read tbe opinions of Jefferson adverse to the defer¬ 
ence which now existed for the decisions of that Court, 
and also adverted to tbe views of Mr. Buchanan in which 
be said the conrt always leaned to the prerogative <' 
power. He proposed for himself to -tand upon the priL 
ciptes of Jefferson. He read the decision of the Supreme 
Conrt of Georgia in opposition to submitting to the deci¬ 
sions of. the Supreme Court of tbe United Slates. He 
algo read the decision of the Supreme Court of Penn«vl- 
vania in 1798, in which it was held that in case of differ¬ 
ence between a State and the United States, the people 
were tbe only umpire who coold settle the question at 
issue. Also the decision of the State of Virginia, in 1812. 
in which Hie Supreme Court of that State • xpressed the 
opinion that the appellate power of tbe United States 
Court did not extend to that Court, and obedience to the 
mandate of the United States Court was retascil. 

’ “ He would now pass to another question. It was said 

we seek to exclude the people of the South from the equal 
enjoyment of their rigbis in lbe Territories. That was a 
mistake. He agreed with tbe Seuator from Texas that 
the present diffi nlties grew out of a misapprehension of 
tbe Constitution. This was true; otherwise we wonlil 
not bear a dissolution of tbe Union talked of so flippantly. 
He looked upon this Union Bnd lbe government as the 
consummation of all the educations of lbe past—the 
1 result and fruit of all the experience of the past. Our 
revolution was the culmiualion ot Christianity, and lbe 
spirit of freedom ; the last trial by Divine Providence to 
see whether man was capable of self-government. It was 
proposed now to let darkness rest upon the pr-sent Union, 
in the hope of rearing a better structure to morrow. He 
did not believe in it. He believed the masres of the 
people were more virtuous and intelligent than their 
representatives. It ban been said that it Congress pro¬ 
hibited Blavery in the Territories, it would cause a disso¬ 
lution. Wby, that waa the very doctrine enunciated by 
Jefferson. He read the letter from Mr. Jtffersou referred 
to by Mr. Toointfc to show that it was lull of emancipation 
>.oil anti-slavery sentiment Mr. Hale showed that tbe 
priuciples of the Republican party were those of tin- 
early lathers ; and If the Union was to he dissolved, those 
who accomplished so tearful a result would meet the in¬ 
dignation of the world. He belonged to a State which 
stood by the Constitution and the Union. Whoever raised 
bin voice against them was guilty of a crime against 
humanity. 

Mr. Toombs said the efforts of the Senator from New 
Hampshire showed that the way of transgressors Is 
hard. He quoted the law of New U .inpehiru 1|f|| 
that a man who came to reclaim a fugitive slave 
I prisoned five years. Ue asked if the Senator was willing 
I to carry out the Fugitive Slave law.

LETTERS FROM HARRIET MARTINEAU.—XXIV. 

January 30,1860. 

the Editor of The National Anti-Slavery Standard. 

Sir : It is not often that one witnesses so great's change 
in public feeling in so short a time, on any political 
matter, as has been witnessed here since I wrote to yon 
last, in regard to your national affairs. It is usually a 
sort of despair to yonr friends here to get anybody to 
understand and care for the position of the slavery ques¬ 
tion in tbe United States. To be interesting tbe position 
must be understood ; and it is not understood till interrat 
has led to inquiry. Such has been tbe vicious cirele 
hitherto. The striking character of late events has 
broken throngh it; and we now see more in tbe news¬ 
papers. and bear more in conversation, and also in Par¬ 
liament, abont American domestic politics than we ever 
heard before. It is not so much Brown’s enterprise and 
fate that rouses minds here as the outrageous and almost 
incredible conduct of Southern men and legislators. 

Yonr citizens will be reading, when this reaches your 
hands, the conversation in onr Honse of Lords of last 
Friday (January 27th) on Cotton Snppiy, in tbe course of 
which Lord Brougham and several other peers expressed 
their indignant reprobation of tbe treatment of the free 
people of color in Arkansas and elsewhere. Yon will 
observe that Lord Brougham inquired of the ministers 
whether tbe news of the expulsion, and the sale into 
slavery, of free negroes could possibly be true ; and that 
the ministers, in declaring that they bad no specific infor¬ 
mation, expressed their abhorrence of such oppression in 
the strongest language. Hitherto, what the ministers and 
the public have known and felt has been simply that onr 
relations with yonr'government and people have periodi¬ 
cally become difficult, and requiring much forbearance 
here, because your ralera are in the habit of picking 
quarrels with their allies when affairs at home were per¬ 
plexing ; and, again, that the subject of slavery was 
wearisome, an-i its disenssion useless, while the question^ Sol¬ 
is settled here, and, not allowed to be touched in the 
United States. But now, when it is suddenly perceived 
what a crista yon are in, and that the men of the Sonth 
come out under the test actually barbiric—defying law, 
reason and the first principles of justice—the embarrass¬ 
ments and menaces of tbe whole case seem to have struck 
upon the minds of a renititnde. Yon will have observed 
the new earnesiDess of tone in the icqnirles about cotton 
supply in the LoTda on the 27th inst. We talk about 
cotton supply every year, and every year more is done 
by practical middle-class men towards propagating tbe 
cnlture of cotton in many regions ; bat I do not remem¬ 
ber such a tone, iu such men, as was assumed last Friday. 

We must suppose that they begin to perceive tbe impend¬ 
ing fate of Southern planters who will not r.-liiquish 
slavery. If tbe South perseveres hut a little IBIHH 
its present system, temper and manners, nothing less thnn I

And I am not surprised that gentlemen of the South 
tremble and take alarm ; they hear tbe tread of these mil¬ 
lions of freemen; it is a mighty army marching on to 
take possession of the government, well officered aod 
fully equipped, and with weapons, munitions and sup¬ 
plies more complete and more potent than the arm® ol 
Hannibal or Napoleon, or tbe brave followers of Jai 
when he struck the decisive blow agaiost British 
ganee and aggression at New Orleans ; inasmuch as the 
ballot-box, the free press and free speech in tbe 
truth aud jastice are more mighty iu battle ar 
powerful in cocqaest than the sword. 

“ Southern gentlemen have no right to complain of the 
Bumbers and might aud objects of the Republican party, 
nor from these to accuse the people of the North of 
change of sentiment upon the question of slaveiy. Ti 
history of this contest, made up from their own record, 
through tbe past twenty-five years, has been conducting 
tbe mind of patriotic citizens, of whatever party, Ut over 
tbe North, to tbe necessity of organization to preserve 
the principles of justice and liberty. It is not our people, 
but the people of tbe South—you, gentlemen—who have 
changed irom the declared opinions and purposes of tbe 
founders. When the declaration of our rights was pro¬ 
claimed, and the proclamation of our liberties and those 
rights which belonged to all, there existed among us au 
institution inconsistent with its great truths, aod with tbe 
form and spirit of the government which was framed. 
All the leading men of that day, and subsequently 
through a large period of our history, believed it to 
be not only auomaious to our institutions, but a deplor¬ 
able evil; and they sought by every means to eradicate

Frank Blair, of j 
St. Louis, may not be so radical an anti-slavery man as 
Charles Sumner, but is it not a cheering fact when he is 
elected as a Republican from a slave State to serve in 
Congress? 

President-making is popular here just now. Unques¬ 
tionably Mr. Douglas gains every day with the South, 
and be now has by far the best chance of any of the 
Democratic politicians at Charleston When the slave¬ 
holders fully believe that Mr. Douglas is the only man 
the Democratic party who can beat the Republican ca 
didate, they wUl take him up. Iu the words of a South¬ 
ern Democrat, “ they know he is sound on the slavery 
question.” He -will do all for them that a Southern man 
could do—aud there is a chance of his election. So Mr. 
Douglas will probably win the honors of a nomination. 


certain future date, that is no reason why we should j 
punish ourselves by waiting for cheap wines and Bilks 
neighbors are ready with their full reciprocity. 
By lbe time they are free (the latter part of 1861) we 
hope some progress may have been made io substituting 
harmless and wholesome light wines for pernicious intoxi¬ 
cating drinks among the working and middle-classes of 
countrymen; and there canoot but be a great 
stimnlns given to trade on both sides by an increased 
demand on one. Several commodities, however, will be 
released on the French side in the course of this year. 
We hear of raptures among some classes of producers in 
France, a consternation among others; but the substan¬ 
tial sober conviction common to them and as is that tbe 
chances of peace are improved by the new compact. The 
Emperor wrought tbe transformation of trade in his 
favorite pantomime fashion; but we have seen it too 
often to be very much startled. Nor do we take it to 
mean more than it does. While Mr. Cobden (who has 
worked effectually in the business) is transported with 
the scheme and the Emperor, and secure about tbe future, 
we who stand farther eff perceive why the Emperor 
should be at present supremely desirous of the friendship 
and confidence of England. We cordially join in a scheme 
which is beneficial in itself; bnt not the leas do we go on 
with onr drill and rifle practice. We turn ont more, and 
not fewer, Armstrong gons ; we urge on the fitting and 
manning of our ships ; and we are ready to pay what the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer shall ask of ns, both to pro¬ 
vide direct defences for the country aod to compensate 
for the surrendered duties on French produce while the 
new trade is growing—the best, because an indirect and 
inoffensive defence from quarrel and war. There is 
nothing in the commercial treaty to blind ns to the in¬ 
trigues abont Savoy and Nice, or the liabilities of Prussia 
and Belgium. A« long as the Emperor works pantomimic 
surprise* two or three times a year, and changes bi- 
policy from month to month, and alternately offends and 
humors every government in Europe, we shall hold our- 
prepared for any event. Meantime, freedom of 
commerce is a blessing—a blessing which woo Id have 
abolished slavery in yonr country if yoa had early 
adopted it. Anstria is more distressed, the Pope more 
angry, and the Italians happier than when I wrote yon 
last; and we are all looking more eagerly to Huogary, 
where a revolution is clearly impending. h I 


LETTERS FROM PARIS—.No. XVII. 

Paris, January 25. 1860. 

The policy Inaugurated by tbe dismissal of Count- 
W.ilew-ki is developing itself every day; those papers 
which we have heard abasing the Italians for their ingra¬ 
titude to tbe French Emperor and their unwillinguess 
obey his directions are now full of enthusiastic praise of 
Italy, Garibaldi, Farioi, fcs. Gavonr has taken again 
the lend of the Piedmontese government, and resumed 
the policy interrupted by the Villafranca peace ; tbe 
Pope speaks of retiring into the Roman Catacombs in 
ease his temporal power sbonld be taken away from him. 
We are here overwhelmed with pamphlets oo this Roman 
question; not only the French bishops have writien 


cotton, tbe disclo-nre of the peril of the slave 
mast lie like a thunder-clap to those of our statesmen j 
who have been blind till now. It is well that some mid¬ 
dle-class men have had more forethought, and have for 
e time past engaged government assistance where it 
needed. Tbe disenssion in the Lords shows yon that 
government has done well In two directions in Africa : 
in keeping open for industry und commerce the great 
rivers of Western Africa, along whose shores the cultiva¬ 
tion of cotton is fast speeding; and in Beading out Dr. 
Livingstone’s expedition, which premises great results. 
From Australia we may horeefior obtain any quantity we 
; aild also from India. The West India islands are 
another resource. The increasirg demand of France 
will soon be supplied, we are assured, froth Algeria. At 
t, and after a long straggle with tbe apathy with 
which governments and people regard remote and dim 
dangers, we see the ministers really anxious and active, 
and the more sagacious of L-rds and Commons asking 
questions, and practical men urging forward measures, 
and rich persons giving money largely (Mies Gantts for 
one), under a somewhat tardy conviction that it will not 
do to depend on youc slave States for cottoD. Some sort 
of decision of thecuse must happen soon. If the slave- 
Sei-.Lt iu «Adai*uriag t» nnhoirt tfc»!r 
Europe will hasten to form another connection in sopport 
of the cotton manufacturers. If yonr Southern States I 
become cultivated by tree labor, we shall be more eager 
ever to buy their cotton, as a security for peace, 
ne certain thing in European eyes is that ruin must 
npon any further protraction of such a slavery as 
we witness among you ; and we shall exert onrselveB to 
escape from any fatal share in lbe ruin of yonr slave 
States. We used to say that our Lancashire manufac¬ 
turers were the strongest supporters of slavery, in their 
dread of compromising tbe supply of cotton. Wo sse 
now urging forward tbe colonial and Afrioau growth 
of the material; and we do not now despair of their per- 
oeiving that it will be goed policy to promote to tbe 
utmost tbe free-labor production of ail commodities 
grown iu yonr Southern States. You will observe iu tbe 
ime discussion the remarks made ou tbe remissoesa of 
yonr government in regard to the prevention of the slave 
trade, aod on tbe confession and promise cf amendment 
made by tbe Washington Cabinet; and again, the pro. 
mise of the French Emperor to discontinue the transfer of 
native of Africans to his colonies on lbe expiration of bis 
contract with the Marseilles house which transacts the 
business. How speedily aud simply tbe whole evil wonld 
be extinguished by your honest and thorough abjuration 
of negro slavery! With your republic on the wroog 
ride, tbe struggle is bard, weary and disgusting. With 
your republic on the right ride, a new period of progress 
would open upon wide regions ol the globe, aod whole 


its external policy. They think that France is as worthy 
of liberty as Waliaohia, Moldavia, or even Italy, that it 
is not enough to free other nations, and that she must at 
last free herself. Snch principles are too broad to be 
accepted by the petty opposition of the men who have no 
better way to attack a government than to attack ail its 
acts, good or bad. True liberals have no objection to 
state that they are satisfied with the new policy followed 
by tbe Emperor towards Italy and the Pope; they not 
only wish to see the Romagnas separated from the Papal 
Kingdom, after the Imperial programme; defending as 
they do the principle of the separation of temporal and 
spiritnal power, they desire to see the Pope entirely de¬ 
prived of temporal power. 

We cannot bnt congratulate ourselves on 
alliance formed between France and England, 
minm for England’s political support, lbe Emperor has 
made great changes in onr commercial policy ; there will 
be no more prohibition of English goods; and v 
tering at last tbe path of free trade. This measure will, 

I trnst, prove very beneficial to tbe people in this country, 
and, besides its direct benefits, will have an indirect ad¬ 
vantage in preventing, if carried into execution, the often- 
predicted struggle of two countries whose alliance is 
beneficial to the world. 

But, alas! all this exterior liberalism, if I might call it 
so, brings no change in the internal policy. Of 
wretched state in this last particular, I must give yon tbe 
recent proof. A paper, called the Courier dt Paris, 
has been just bought by the Count d’Hau-onville, with 
intention of getting an organ for the liberals. Bui, 
under the present law of the press, the choice of the 
Director of a paper most be approved by tbe Minis 
the Interior. M. BilLnit, the present minister, refused 

accept the director chosen by M. d’Hsusonville; in 
consequence, be refused to pay for the paper, and was 
proseented by the seller. The tribnnal was obliged to 
decide that the Bale could not be considered as valid, 
the buyer could not make *• act of proprietor,” and 
the property wbs lost in bis bands. The paper, therefore, 
will fall into band* more agreeable to tbe government, 
and we must expect soon to read in it great praises of M. 
Billault, and abase of M. d’Hansonville.

ord -r qf criminals to jastice. We earnestly hope 
that your citizens are showing an interest iu the matter 
at home. The beat thing theyean do is, as I suggested 
before, to look at the prevention as well as the punish¬ 
ment of such abuse of powvr. We should hear with 
strong satisfaction of the appointment of soma ordeal Vff. 
prove the fitness of maritime officers before they are en¬ 
trusted with command oa the high seas. It ia not onob- 
here that while no victims come amiss to cruel 
aud passionate masters and mates of vessels, tbe colored 
seamen under them are murdered with the most diabolical 
deliberation aud audacious cruelty. It strikes os that 
any ship captain or male who should torture aud gra- j 
dually kill any monkey on board, as many colored seamen 
have been tortured and killed, would never bd able to 
show bis face in his own port again. If so, would he be 
disgraced in an equal degree by killing a ‘ nigger ’ with 
ows, stabs and starvation ? 

My last letter was scarcely posted when tbe news 
arrived which has since excited Europe from end to end— 
of the commercial compact between England 
and France which we have desired and advocated from 
the lime we had free trade ourselves. On the face or it, 
the transaction is one which should he bailed with rejoic¬ 
ing everywhere. By a free exchange of commodities be¬ 
tween tbe two neighboring nations war would be rendered 
almost impossible, the French people would be tranquil¬ 
lized, cheered and rendered comparatively prosperous, 
and onr working-classes wonld be benefited in proportion. 
Of course, the question is whether tbe transaction is in 
reality what it appears. Most of us believe that no act 
of the French Emperor’s is what it assnmea to be ; but 
there must be more good than harm in this particular 
compact. Some objectors ask wby we go back to th 
exploded policy of a commercial treaty with reciproe; 
obligations, after adopting the principle of free trade. 
The answer cannot be spoken everywhere aloud ; but it 
ia easily understood. By a treaty, the agreement is made 
between the two nations, instead of between their gov«rn- 
meuts ; so that in case of any change of rulers, there 
may be some security for the mutual understanding of J 
the peoples. Others, again, complain of the delay 
relaxations on the French side while we shall immediately 
admit their manufactures. The reply is that it would be 
pleasanter and more profitable to avoid all delay ; but 
if the French are bound by contracts and pledges 
maintain certain prohibitions and protective duties up 


has fonud a few champions among the laymen, anti even 
among those whose names have always been connected 
with tbe liberal party. No one would wonder if ■■■ 
Montalembert and M. de Follonx should write pamphlet 
after pamphlet for the Pope, bnt pnblio opinion has been! 
rather surprised to hear of a pro papal brochure of M. 
Vlllemain, the celebrated professor, nnd one of tbe ex I 
Ministers of Louis Philippe. There ore now, it must be I 
said, two parlies in the liberal camp, one inclined to lean 
towards Catholicism and the Bourbons, tbe other more I 
democratic and radical. The liberals of the first class I 
attribute their defeat of 1848, and the dreadfol results I 
which have followed the overthrow of the Constitutional 
government, to the indulgence shown during the reign of I 
Louis Philippe to the democrats and the press ; and they I 
believe, very siucerely, that the country which they have I 
governed for eighteen years after the principles of a Con-1 
stitutional government was not prepared for it; they 
therefore, without advocating openly the ancient regime, 
desire to revive as much as possible the feelings of loyalty 
and of devotion to Catbol’cism, which, in their opinion, 
are tbe necessary supports of tbe monarchy, will b they 
would like to see reestablished. To this class of liberals 
belong a great many of the statesmen whom the revolu¬ 
tion of 1848 baa disappointed, and. among others, Guizot, 
the head of Lonis Philippe’s lastcabinet. Ho bis openly 
made himself a legitimist, nnd io his opinion the Princes 
of Orleans ought to reconcile themselves with the Count 
de Cbambord and unite tbeir destines to bis. Tbe largest 
part of the French Academy partakes tbe same feelings, 
and they are shared by the most influential salons of the 
Faubourg St. Germain. With this revival of monarchical 
and anti-democratic principles is connected a revival of j 
Catholicism. Men who have straggled almost their whole 
life against the encroachments and the pretensions of tbe 
clergy are now its best allies. Cansin, lbe famous philoso¬ 
pher, is one of these con verts, and his time iB spent between 
abland devout duchesses; Thiers, who once, it is said, 
witnessed with feelings of unrestrained joy the Backing 
of the Paris ArchivicU, and urged the first expedition 
made in 1819 agaiusl the Roman Republic, now expresses 
bis disapprobation of the Emperor’s policy towards the 
Pope ; but M. Vlllemain comes foremost, and this ancient 
enemy of lbe Jesuits bow receives all their praises. Io 
its next election, the French Academy, to manifest Its 
•ymputbieB, will name the great preacher, Locordaiifr, 
uud tbe gown of the Dominican order will make iu first 
appearance in the learned society. 

AU these attempts to influence public opinion on thi 
side of the Papacy are very ill-judged and very useless 
there is, fortuuately, besides tbe men 1 have just spoken 
of, a largo number of liberals who remaiu faithful to the 
doctrines of liberalism ; tbeir hatred of the Imperial Con¬ 
stitution does not blind their eyes to the evidence of 
facts; they know that whatever strength the French 
Emperor possesses, beyond the material strength of bis 
military tyranny, lies entirely in tbe democratic character 
of bis government. I shall not astonish Amei 
tell them that democracy can be a tyranny. Iu America 
that tyranny is exercised by an oligarchy of slaveholders ; 

France by one single rnier, who bas given th' 
complete satisfaction to the democratic feelings 
people, at the eame time that be destroypd all its liber¬ 
ties. The very fact that tbe French people have 
Milling to sacrifice liberty to have tbeir lore of equality 
gratified has convinced almost all the liberals that 
government will be strong in this country if it is t 
based on tbe most democratic principles, and does i 
e to ail citizens, rich aud poor, ignorant and educated, 
eame political rights. What we, therefore, wish 
to reconstruct a monarchical government, supported 
by a clergy and an aristocracy—not even by the oligarchy 
of the middle classes. We desire to find a political form 
which would give to the people liberty in eoojunctiou 
equality, in which the exercise of political rights 
wonld be somelhiDg more than a constant act of abdica¬ 
tion in the hands of a despot If Louis Philippe bad 
understood better his poritioo, if he had governed like 
King Leopold in Belgiam, or Victor Emanuel ia Pied- 
all, be had made a radical electoral 

_io geem supported on his throoe by the 

bourgeoise alone—Ibis dream of equality and liberty 
would perhaps now be realized. It might have been 
realized, too, by the republic if the natioD bad not chosen 
for the first President the Prince who took the oath to 
the republic and, three years after, broke it and made 
himself Emperor. From that time, there has always been 
a secret understanding between the true democratic libe¬ 
rals that they would straggle together to get a govern¬ 
ment, be it monarchical or republican, where tbe alliance 
of democracy and liberty might be realized. Tbe Princes 
of the house of Orleans, instructed by the fate of their 
father, have always favored this plan, and have, against 
the wish of many of the old statesmen who served Louis 
Philippe, refused to enter into a political compact with 
the representative of legitimacy, often called Henri V. 
by his supporters. They have taken tbe most sympathetic 
interest in the Crimean war, and the Italian m 
of them, the y oong Duke of Chartres, has joined the Pied¬ 
montese’ army to fight the Austrians. I am happy to say, 
too, that I have just learned their formal disapprobation 
of M. Villemam’a last pamphlet, writteu in defence of the 
temporal power of the Pope. If ever any one of these 
Princes ascends tbe French throne, it will he IQ the char¬ 
acter of a constitutional sovereign, and tbe political 
power will lie iu a Parliament, named by popular suf¬ 
frage. They will not be despots, and therefore their 
personal feelings are not, perhaps, of eo much importance 
as those of the actual ruler of France, whose dreams even 
agitate the world; but it is, nevertheless, gratifying to 
know that all the Orleans Princes have remained faithful 
to liberal ideas; brave, intelligent, honest, they have no 
other wish than to be permitted to Bave their country, 
whenever itsjnterior administration shall be as liberal
